Greatness is power, and the mere possession of power 
affords no guarantee for the manner in which it will be 
employed. The present Government of France disposes 
of repaurces 80 vast, sv concentrated, so tasily available, 
that nothing but a conduct of the most uniformly pacific 
and moderate character can exempt ils neighbours from 
the absolute duty and necessity of providing for the 
moment . those cnormous resources may be 
turned against them. It is guod to have confidence 
in the Emperor; it is better to have confidence in 
ourselves. The best men and the best nations are none 
the worse for the absence of temptation, and sueh a 
prize as Eugland, with nothing but her confidence and 
good intentions to protect her, is too strong a temptation 
to be wilfully thrown in the way even of the most ex- 
alted virtue. 

We cannot take leave of this subject without ex- 
pressing the hope that the cheap notoriety purchased 
by these Liverpool gentlemen will not inspire others 
with the desire to imitate what we consider a 
very bad example. The respect due to the Empe- 
ror of the French as the head of a great nation 
renders it improper that he should té approached 
by the subjects of another Power except through 
the agenvy of their own Government, and the respect 
due by every Englishman to his own Government 
should prevent him from radely setting it aside and en- 
tering into communication with a forvign Government 
without the consent and approbation of his Sovereign. 
And we may add that the respect due from every gen- 
tleman to himself ghould prevent him from making 
advances unbecoming his rank and situation, from in- 
trading himself upon the notice of his superiors, and 
from éxhibiting in the face of all Europe an amount of 
simplicity, to call it by no harsher name, which reflect 
no credit on himself, nor on the nation of which he voe

It would be clearly proved that the deed had been 
entered into by the parties in the most solemn manner, and 
that such a step bad been rendered necessary owing to the 
cruel treatment of the petitioner towards his wife, who, 
fourteen veare ago, was compelled to seek shelter from under 
his roof, and earn a livelihood for herself and children. The 
titioner bad described himself as a “ timid, nervous, and 
atassed man; wearied in mind, and worn out by do- 
mestic misery,” in consequence of which, he reluctantly 
consented to execute the deed, having been coerced 
to enter into it, contrary to conscience and good 
faith.” In reply to this statement the respondent charged 
the petitioner with “ intemperance, cruelty, and inamorality,” 
and he (petitioner) had even gone so far as to attempt to in- 
jure her character by anonymous letters after she left bim in 
1844. Mr. Prentice, who was the trustee, was the manager of 
the Kilkenny Bank, and the deed of ration had been the 
reralt of a suggestion by him and the Kev. Mr. Hobson, re- 
lative to the statements made on both sides.

The defendant, Mr. Samuel 
Barrett, was a young man, the son of a wine merchant in 
this city.

He was then in em- 
barrassed circumstances, and required capital to carry on his 
business. Mr. Falls, having some spare capital, entered into 
an arrangement with Mr. Barrett, by which he was to advance 
a certain sum of money, amounting to about £2,000, on 
condition that he was to receive a stipulated sum 
cut of the profits of the business. The defendant 
had been in the militia, and when they were 
disbanded an application was made on his behalf to the 
Horse Guards to obtain for him a commission in the army. 
Jn 1857 he obtained a nomination toa cornetcy in the 3rd 
Light Dragoons, but in order to become actually entitled to 
it, a cons derable sum of money should be paid. His father 
was not in circumstances at the time to muke that payment, 
and he and the defendant applied to Mr. Falls. Mr. — 
executed to the son three promissory notes, amount ing in all 
to £875, which were drawn at 4, 8, and 12 months, and bear- 
ing date 12th March, 1857. These ms = <4 notes were 
endorsed by the defendant to r. Falls, and were 
negociated with a rich granduncle of the defendant 
Mr. Hill Hamilton, of Belfast. In case the . notes 
were not paid when they arrived at maturity, the defendant 
agreed to either sell out his commission, or make an exchange, 
by which he would get money to repay the plaintiff. The 
defendant entered the army, and was there at present, but 
when the firet note became due, the father had only £100 to 
meet it, the amount being £250. The other notes were not 

paid, and hence arose the present action. The father has 
become bankrupt, and Mr. Falls had to pay the entire amount 
of the money for which he was surety. The defences set up 
by the defendant were, first, that his father. having become 
bankrupt, was desirous ot obtaining his certificate, and in 
order to prevent Mr. Falls of opposing him, who was a 
large creditor on foot of the business transactions, 
he (the defendant) entered into the contract which was the 
subject of their inqu ry, and it being an illegal, immoral con- 
tract, he was not bound by it. Ihe next defence was, that

Surgeon Heron, of Baggot-street, accom panied witness, and the 
moment Mr. Read saw him, he got the blade of an old sword 
and threatened him; witness told him he came to know 
from him if he had a horse to dispose of; that excited 
him very much, and be then made some charges against Mr. 
Heron; witness formed an opinion that he was a man of 
weak mind, but it being the first visit did not like to givea 
written opinion to that effect; he visited him a second time, 
and from bis general manner, and the manner in which he 
expressed himseif, witness came to the conclusion there was 
a constitutional deficienvy of intellect ; witness was present at 
the police court when the alleged lunatic was charged with the 
offence against the servant girl, and heard him state in his 
defence that he thought he could do what he pleased with 
his own servants; witness closely watched his demeanour 
and he appeared to be insensible to the serious nature of the 
charge against him, and treated it very lightly, and said he 
did not think it so bad; he undoubtedly manifested serious 
indicatious of weakness of intellect; witness subsequently 
gave a certificate as to his insanity; variation in intellectual 
capacity is strong evidence of aberration, and inconstancy of

COMMISSION OF OYER AND TERMINER. 

The Commission was opened yesterday, shortly after 
eleven o'clock, with the usual formalities, by the Right 
Hon. Judge Ball, and the Right Hon. Baron Greene, ac- 
companied by the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor. 

The names of the grand jurors for the city and

Mr. Justice Ball then very briefly addressed the city 
grand jury.

Mr. Abraham J. Dowling then presented himself at 
the bar, and requested that his case should be post- 
poned until the next commission. 

Mr. Lawson, Q.C., on the part of the Crown, opposed 
the application, on the ground that Mr. Dowling had 
not consented to enter into his own recognisance, which 
was the only thing he was required to do in the present 

instance. 

Mr. Dowling said he wished to have the case post- 
poned, as he intended to have exceptions taken to the 
charge of the Lord Chief Baron, who tried his case 
before, but he was not in a position to proceed with his 
case at present, as he wanted funds, which he expected 
to get out of the Incumbered Estates Court, and until 
he got them he would not be able to get the assistance of 
counsel. 

Mr. Lawson said he would not consent to the applica- 
tion, as Mr. Dowling hed refused tocomply with the offer 
which had been made to him to enter into his own re- 
cognisance, in which event the Crown would not press 
for any sentence. 

Baron Greene said the only question they had now to 
entertain was, whether Mr. Dowling would enter into 
his own recognisance, or whether the court should deli- 
ver its judgment in his case. 

Mr. Dowling—Before I give an answer, I wish to get 
your lordship’s opinion. 

Judge Ball—You are not entitled to our opinion. 

Baron Greene—You had since last Commission to 
decide upon what course you should pursue. 

Mr. Dowling—Well, my lord, will you give me until 
three o’clock to make up my mind ? 

Baron Greene—We will allow the case to stand over 
until then, but we will certainly dispose of it before the 
court rises. In the meantime, you can get the assis- 
tance of counsel, if you think proper. If you do not 
decide before then, you must either be prepared to 
adopt the course proposed by the Crown, or abide the 
judgment of the court. 

Mr. Dowling then withdrew from the bar. 

Shortly after three o’clock he again presented himself 
at the bar, and said he had to ask a question of the 
court; he wished to do so particularly because Mr. 
Lawson was not present at the time of his trial. 

Judge Ball—The time of the court cannot be occu- 
pied in this way. Will you give us a decided answer 
whether you will enter into your own recognisance to 
keep the peace or not? 

Baro, Greene—You were told in the morning that 
you should give the court a decided answer before it 
rose. Recollect you are now bronght up for judgment, 
and the Crown calls on you to enter into your own 
recognisance. If you do not, the court must pronounce 
judgment upon you. 

Mr. Dowling—Allow me to make one remark. 

Baron Greene—No, not until you answer the ques- 
tion put to you. 

Mr. Dowling—I am not in a position to go on. If 
your lordships are resolved to pass judgment upon 
me, will you tell me first what your sentence will be, so 
that I may judge between it and the other alternative ? 
It is, my lord, a religious question. 

Baron Greene—No, itis not. It is a legal question. 
It has nothing to do with religion. The question is 
whether you are to be allowed to obstruct the public 
thoroughfares or not. 

Mr. Dowling—I presume your lordship is a Christian.

CATTLE-STEALING. 
Doyle was indicted for having stolen, on the

Daniel Delanv, a labourer, in the employment of the

Acting-Inspector Craven, of the G division, was next 
examined, and deposed that he made every search for 
the prisoner as soon as information of the robbery had 
been given to the police, but without avail at the 
time, as from all he could learn he had left Dublin 
and gone to England. On the 12th of last 
month, however, he understood that the prisoner 
was in’ Dublin, and he found him at twelve o’clock 
that night, in a room in Golden-lane. When wit- 
ness brought the prisoner to the station-house 
he charged him with absconding and stealing the money. 
“ All right,” said he, “ but did any one see me take the 
money? I have committed no robbery ; but I admit I 
was working with Father Burke, and when the job was 
finished I left the house and went to England.“ 

The prisoner was then asked had he any witness, 
when he replied that he had not. He, however, cleverly 
urged in his defence that the house was quite open ; that 
other persons were working about it at the time as well 
as himself; and that several neighbours had from time 
to time called to see the house, any one of whom might 
as well be suspected of the offence as himself. 

Judge Ball then charged the jury, and stated that the 
evidence was only circumstantial, though, in his mind, 
strong. It appeared also that the prisoner was con- 
victed five times before. 

The jury having returned a verdict of Guilty, 

The sentence of the Court was, that the prisoner 
should be committed to penal servitude for a term of 
ten years. 

ROBBERY. 

John Murphy was indicted, for having,on the 27th

Thomas M'Intire, a lad in the employment of Mr.

John Flood, an assistant in Mr. Halburst’s pawn- 
office, Corn-market, stated that the prisoner had pawned 
the grape scissors produced on the 7th October; he 
got Is. 6d. upon it. 

Acting-Inspector Campbell, of the G division, deposed 
asto having traced the prisoner to Rainsford-street, 
where he resided on the 6th October. 

Sergeant Hughes deposed as to having searched the 
house, Ne. 28, Rainsford-street, which was the one ad- 
joining that in which the prisoner lived, the hall being 
common to the two houses; he found all the other 
articles now produced in the room of Michael Mulreed; 
the prisoner was not there, however, nor did he reside 
there; he was arrested on the Ist November, at Ennis- 
corthy, in the county Fermanagh. : 

The prisoner adduced no evidence. He admitted that 
he had passed by Mr. Colthurst's house on the day in 
question, but denicd having stolen the articles. He said 
that he had purchased the scissors in Kingstown, and 
that, being unable to work, having but one arm, he lived 
by buying articles of different kinds. 

Judge Ball having recapitulated the evidence, and 
commented upon the circumstances of the case, sentenced 
the prisoner to four years’ penal servitude, the severest 
punishment which the court could inflict under the cir- 
cumstances. The prisoner, it appears, was sentenced, 
in 1855, by the chairman of the county Meath, to four 
years’ penal servitude, for a simiiar offence, which had 
expired last June.
